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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicants wish to direct attention to the Appendix, which indicates the 
correct Power of Attorney information as well as the correct Correspondence 
Address for this case. It is to be noted that the Attorney Docket number under 
which this case is currently docketed at AppUcants' attorney is "MR2349-1158". 
Copies of the new Power of Attomey and Correspondence Address change papers 
recently filed in this case are attached to avoid confusion and to ensure correct 
transmission of correspondence from the USPTO to the office of the undersigned 
Agent. 

This case has been carefully reviewed and analyzed in view of the Official 
Action dated 28 March 2005. Responsive to the objections and rejections made by 
the Examiner in the Official Action, Claims 1 and 2 have been amended and are 
now clearer in their respective recitations. Claims 3-6 and 13 have been canceled 
and Claims 14-25 have been appended for prosecution in this case. Claims 1, 2, 7- 
12 and 14-25 will be pending in this Application upon entry of the Amendment 
filed herewith. 

In the Official Action, the Examiner objected to the language of Claim 1 as 
being unclear. Claim 1 has now been amended to more clearly recite the claimed 
configuration of elements. 

In the Official Action, the Examiner objected to Claim 4 as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but stated that the Claim would be allowable if 
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rewritten in independent form to include all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. Accordingly, Claim 1 has been amended to include 
the subject matter of Claims 3 and 4. In so doing, Claim 1, as now amended, is 
essentially Claim 4 as originally filed, rewritten in independent form to include its 
base Claim 1 and intervening Claim 3. Thus, Claim 1 is now believed to be in 
allowable form. Moreover, as Claims 2, and 7-13 are ultimately dependent from 
Claim 1, as now amended, those Claims are believed to be allowable for at least 
the same reasons for which Claim 1 is now allowable. 

In the Official Action, the Examiner rejected Claims 1, 3, 7-10 and 12-13 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yu, et al. (U.S. Patent 
AppUcation Publication 2005/0030729; hereinafter Yu) in view of Tsai (U.S. 
Patent AppUcation Publication 2004/0125590). In setting forth these rejections, 
the Examiner stated that Yu discloses the claimed guidelight plate with the 
exception of claimed limitation of the thickness of the light-guiding portion 
thereof The Examiner relied on Tsai for disclosing the light-guiding portion 
thickness of less than two (2) millimeters. Further, the Examiner rejected Claims 
1, 2, 5, 6 and 11 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wu (U.S. 
Patent 6,481,130) in view of Tsai. Again, the Examiner stated that Wu discloses 
the claimed guidelight plate except for the claimed thickness thereof, for which he 
again relied on Tsai. 

Applicant's guidelight plate is one which distributes light in back-lighting 
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applications from a spot type source light emitter more evenly than similar devices 
of the prior art. As described in the subject Disclosure, a spot light source is one 
that exhibits a lighting angle that may vary according to design or by 
manufacturing capabilities of a particular vendor. The invention of the subject 
Patent Application avoids direct illumination of the light-guiding portion by the 
spot source by directing the light emitted thereby onto one or more reflecting 
surfaces of a reflecting portion of the guidelight plate. The reflected light is then 
guided throughout the guidelight plate through the light-guiding portion. Among 
other beneficial features, this configuration eliminates bright spots caused by 
direct illumination of a light carrying plate by a spot light source. Additionally, 
the physical configuration of elements allows an even distribution of light from a 
spot source in a thin package. 

The surface emitting device of Yu includes a transversely extending linear 
light source, such as the disclosed cold cathode fluorescent lamp (CCFL) or a 
plurality of point sources, such as light emitting diodes (LEDs). As shown in the 
Figures of the reference, light enters the light guide plate both directly fi-om the 
light source and indirectly from the reflective lamp cover. This is an unequivocal 
departure from the invention of the subject Patent Application, which, as newly- 
inserted Claim 14 clearly recites, utilizes a lighting member that emits light that is 
"transversely confined to a predetermined transmission angle" and is mounted so 
that "the confined light is directed towards the at least one reflection face". The 
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light emitted by the linear light source of Yu is distributed evenly in the transverse 
direction, i.e., along the longitudinal axis of the linear source, and is not therefore 
"transversely confined to a predetermined transmission angle". Moreover, the light 
source of Yu emits light radially in all directions, as is shown in the Figures and 
described in paragraph [0022] of the reference, and does not use "confined light" 
that is "directed towards the at least one reflection face." Thus, the apparatus of 
Yu does not disclose, or even suggest a solution to coupling light from a spot light 
source to a light-guiding portion of a guidelight plate in an evenly distributed 
manner, as does the invention of the subject Patent AppUcation, as now claimed. 

In similar fashion to Yu, the apparatus of Wu implements a linear light 
source in the form of a linear array of LEDs. As such, it does not attempt to 
provide a solution to the use of a spot type light source, but rather distributes light 
along the transverse direction of the device by utilizing an array of point light 
sources. Thus, the light source of Wu, i.e., the linear array, does emit light that is 
"transversely confined to a predetermined transmission angle". 

In the Official Action, the Examiner cited the channel 36 of Wu as fiilfiUing 
the originally claimed limitation of a slot in which the lighting member is 
disposed. However, the cited channel is not formed in a transmitting face that 
meets the limitation of "each of the at least one reflection face in opposing spatial 
relationship with the transmitting face", as recited in newly-inserted Claim 14. 
Even when embodied in the configuration of Fig. 7 of Wu, as cited by the 
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Examiner, the referenced apparatus does not meet all of the limitations of "each of 
the at least one reflection face in opposing spatial relationship with the 
transmitting face", "the transmitting face having formed thereon at least one slot 
for receiving a corresponding lighting member", "the lighting member being 
disposed in the slot so that the confined light is directed towards the at least one 
reflection face and is reflected thereat towards the transmitting face", and "a light- 
guiding portion coupled to the transmitting face of the reflecting portion in 
coplanar spatial relationship with the at least one reflecting portion, the lighting 
member being captured between the Ught-guiding portion and the reflecting 
portion by the slot formed therein", as is now claimed in the subject Patent 
Application. Even when given the broadest interpretation, the imique 
combination of elements recited in newly-inserted Claim 14 is nowhere disclosed 
byWu. 

Given the contrary teachings of the primarily cited Yu and Wu references, 
the secondarily cited Tsai reference is found to be quite ineffectual to the present 
patentability analysis. The Examiner cited Tsai to disclose a certain structural 
detail which is not sufficient to remedy the deficiencies of the teachings of the Yu 
and Wu references described above. As such, the Tsai reference does not make 
any mention of at least one reflection face, much less light fi^om a spot light source 
being reflected thereby. 
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It is respectfully submitted, therefore, that the Yu, Wu and Tsai references, 
even when considered together, fail to disclose the unique combination of 
elements no more clearly recited by the Applicant's pending Claims for the 
purposes and objectives disclosed in the subject Patent Application. As such. 
Applicant believes the subject Patent Application to be in condition for allowance 
and such action is respectfully submitted.
